THE BIGGEST YET BUILT 


Rugby, Last Night. 

A great change is to be made 
in tho structure of the airship 
R-101, This involves cutting the 
uirship in two and inserting an+ 
other complete bay with a gnsbag 
of about 500,000 cuble fect. The 
effect of this change will be’ to 
Increase the lift of ship by prab- 
ably six tons or more, and {t will 
algo bring the total 


ship easily the bixgest yet built, 
With a total gas capacity of 
5,500,000 cubic feet. 

It is emphasised that the opera- 
tion will be a comparatively sim- 
ple one. Each main frame and 
longitudinal -girdets of the ship 
are held together by pin Joints, 
and to put in an extra bay all 
that will be nocessary, hrondly 
speaking, will be to uncouple tha 
girders at the point of division, 
holst up into position the now 
ring with its gasbag and a set of 
girders, nnd then re- couple the 
ship up on each side of the now 
section. Naturally, an extra bay 
will bo placed somewhere about 
the point of the grentost girth and 
{t is calculated this . will have 
next to no effect upon tho stream.

Thomas was an Arilstotclian. 
For five hundred years the Arabs 
had preserved in thelr own langu- 
age tho translated -works of 
Aristotle, and when tho Arabs 
settled in Spain theso writings, by 
a further translation into Latin, 
became accessible to Jaws and to 
Christians. By tho middle of the 
thirtoonth century all the works 
of Aristotle were available in 
Latin and widely used.

q HE more‘the ‘ways of the Government are inquired into the 

petticr they are found to be.. Not a few examples have been 
exposed in. the “Sunday Herald” of late. Even in such a minor 
“matter as the “Government Gazette,” the authorities have not ré- 
sisted the petty habit. In the last list of Supplemental : Votes for 
‘the 1929 Estimates s sum of $1,000 was included for printing the 
“Gazette.” With the first part of the-explanatfon therefor no one 
can cavil, We are told that the “Gazette” for the current year is 
more voluminous than in previous years: Up to“November 22 the 
number of pages’in the “Gazette” and Supplement totalled 1,686 
as hgainst 1,406 for the corresponding period last year.. Moreover, 
20 Ordinances were published in 1928 as against over 30 in the 
current year. And the printer's charges, it is: added, are $3.50 a 
page. So far, so good. Had the official explanation for the Supple- 
ment Vote of $1,000 ended there, as it: might well’have, the. critics 
of the Government could not have had any kick” ‘coming, 

But, as so often happens, the “atifig is in the;fail.”” ‘The official 
explanation adds that “the recently adopted practice of gazetting 
the acceptance of tenders has contributed to the increused volume of 
this publication.” That certainly is petty! It disclosés « sad. ignor- 
ance of the work of‘a publisher #8 well as a total absence of elemen- 
tary economics. It almost appears, too, as though it discloses tho 
cloven hoof inasmuch’ as the desire for the publication of accepted 


tenders was made firat by our senior daily contemporary, the “China| | 


Mail.” In advertising in the newspapers the Government generally, 
has'the art-of economical condensation ‘boiled down to a fine pojnt. 
In the copy of the “Government Gazette” reccived.yesterday morn- 
ing the publication of only three accepted tenders occupies one whola 
page. Bang goes $3.60 for that! If the publisher’ of the “‘Gazette” 
—not the printer, who must follow official instrictionsis so pro- 
“digal with public money in a minor matter of thig’kind ‘thie Finance 
| Committee will hon be asked to vote another $1,000-for the publica- 
tion of this precious “Gazette.” To.ascribe the,increased cost to 
the publication of accepted tenders is, on the fac, of it, not-only 
petty but ridiculous. The samo information reproduced in tho daily 
newspapers occupies no more than three or four inches of space as 
compared with a whole page in the “Government Gazette.” It is time 
that the authorities entrusted the work of-preparing-the matter for 
the “Gazette to someone who docs underatard the job Inatead of 
making a song about’ something that {s ‘quite unwarranted. A 
perusal 6f the space absolutely wasted in the “Government Gazette” 
from week to week would give an outsider the impressfon that, it 
costs nothing to print {t.

The bulk of the ¢x- 
penditure up to tho prosent shad 
Jbeon met by contributions from 
Hong Kong, the EF.MS. and New 
Zealnnd, their total to the ond of 
the finuncial year boing £2,113,000, 
together with the free gift of the 
site by the Straits Settlements. 
Tho coming Naval Conference 
might nifect the question of the use 
of the Bape. The Government had 
taken ‘its decision in view of all 
those circumstances, and no new 
work would bo embarked upon 
pending tho results of the Five 
Power Conference. 


Cautious Minister 

Tho announcement of this policy 
was decidedly , unpopular on the 
Conservative benches. Sir George 
Penny wanted to know ‘whether 
tho Dominions had been consulted, 
to which Mr. Alexander replied that 
they had been notified. He added 
cautiously that the Government had 
mo reason to suppose that it was

Malayan Civil Servants. . 

The omployment of mul-taal in 
Malaya was referred to (in anawera 
to questions), by Mr, Lunn, the 
Colonial Under Secretary. He anid 
that in order to be’ thoroughly 
satisfied that the system in Malaya 
Involved nothing in tho nature of 
slavery, inquirles of the Governor 
and High Commissioner were being 
made. 

Brigadier-Gonoral Brown raised 
the queation of discontent amongst 
ex-Service civil servants in Malaya 
In not having their salaries put 
upon the same basis ag the cadets 
in the same Service. As the Gov- 
ernment of Indfa had adjusted the 
similar caso of their technical 
officers, he wanted to know whether 
steps would bo taken to rectify the 
treatment of these mon by the Gov- 
ernment of Malnya. 

Mr. Lunn replicd that a tomplaint 
on behalf of tho ex-Service Associn- 
tion of Malaya was addressed in 
Aptit: to the . previous Colonial 
Secretary, who decided if was im- 
practleable to re-open this issue 
without the risk of doing injustice 
to many who had been appointed in 
tho last elght or nine years. The 
present Colonial Secretary saw no 
reason to take a different view.

Lubrication of refrigerating 
machinery {6 exceptional in that wo 
muat consider the action and effects 
of the lubricants upon parts not 
requiring lubrication as well as 
upon tho actual.-wearlng surfaces. 
Ao a result, considerable caro and 
Judgnient muat be-used in selecting 
the lubricants. 3° 


Means of - Lubrication Employed 

Splash and pressure lubrication 
predominate in refrigorating com- 
pressors to-day. The latter is suit: 
ed for tho lubrication of both ver- 
tical and horizontal machines. Tho 
former, however, {s more adanted 
to the vortical compressor, 

Tho system involved for the 
lubrication of compressor cylinders, 
stuffing boxes and enclosed bearings 
will have a decided influonce upon 
the grado of the oil that should bo 
used. 

It will, therefore, be of Interest to 
study-the principles involved in 
these methods of lubrication. 

Splash Systems 

Splash lubrication constitutes 
distribution of the of] at each re- 
volution of the crank, the level In 
the crank-cnse being , maintained 
just high enough to permit the 
crank to dip and splash the neces- 
sary amount of oi] to the cylinder 
walls, etc, 

Continued operation will result 
in the crankcase being filled with 
a lubricating vapour above tho main 
body of oil, which will insure ade- 
quate lubrication of main, wrist pin 
and crank pin bearings as well. 

Careful attention is necessary,

Thore 
would also be possibility of loss of 
lubricant past the piston rings, with 
subsequent entry of an excesa of oll 
into, the condensing and ovaybrat- 
ing parts of the system. ; 


Piston Rings Must be Properly 
Adjusted 


Another point to remember In 
this regard -is that where piston 
rings-arc~not-milclently tight, if 
the crank-case contains too much 
ofl or agitation ip too violent, the 
excess which naturally will reach 
the cylinder walls will tend to work 
past the rings, gs occurs frequently 
in an autoinoblile engine. 

This {s often termed ofl pumping. 
Not only is it wasteful, but especial- 
ly in an ammonia compression 
system will it be a detriment; for 
of] inthe refrigerating lines will 
impose an added load on the oil 
separator. Furthermore, if by 
chnonce the of] Is not of sufficiently 
low pour test there will be a pos- 
sibility of its congealing within the 
system, reducing refrigeration to a 
marked dogree. | 

Execss: Oil a Detriment , 

Use of excoss oll ina splash 
lubricated system will also involve 
the posslbility of. difficulty when 
draining and, cleaning, especially 
whore sludging has taken place. 

Churning of certain oils in a 
crankense will: give rise to sludge 
formation if they have .not been 
vory highly refined. In part this 
is due to oxidation; it will bo most 
probable -where water js present or 
the off is Inden ‘with foreign mat- 
ter, such ag dirt, motallic particles, 
or carbon,, 

It is, therefore, important ‘to fol- 
low regular periods for, cleaning, 
and to look carefully Into the con- 
dition of the used oil, for this will 
very.often indicate * both tho ap- 
proxfmate sustability of the latter 
and!‘the extent to which effective 
lubrication ts being attained. 

Pressure Lubrication 


With many types of vertical or 
horizontal refrigerating machines, 
pressure lubriention is used with 
marked succoss. 

“With such a system, more accur- 
ate control of the amount of. oll de- 
Ilvered to cylinder walls and com- 
pressor bearings In. made possible, 
On the other hand, it may require 
moro oqtipmont, piping, ¢te.,’ and 
frequent filling of the resorvolr 
(where a mechanical force. food 
Iybricator Ja Involved) and. more 
attention: from the operator than 
eas splosh lubrication is employ- 
ed.

‘On many typos of machines it is 
good practice to Jubricate intornal 
and external parts individually. - In 
other words, uaing tho mechanieal 
lubricator with perhaps threo out- 
lets for cylinder and stuflling box 
service, and an indepondent gravity 
or mechanical pressure circulating 
system for all other boarings. 


Requirements. Involved 

’ Mechanical force food lubricatora 
are especially adapted ‘to‘ cylinder 
and rot tubridation via the of] Jan- 
tern, or ofl recess within the platon 
rod stuffing box. By properly con- 
structing a stuffing box with a lead 
to come from tre lubricator, it, is 
possible to operate the piston rod 
continually through a ring of oll. 
In this way offective rod lubrica- 
ton, as 
pressure, can .be ‘maintained. ‘ 

To lubricate the cylinder in’ ad- 
dition, It is only necessary to de- 
Hver additional off to the stuffing 
box lantern and provide a so-called 
overflows pipe to carry this. to the 
refrigerant suction line adjacent to 
the cylindor. . In offect, this fs 
similar to the principles of steam 
cylinder lubrication, the refrigerat- 
ing gas being impregnated with 
vaporized lubricant prior to its 
passage through the compressor. 

Hand pump oilers can also be 
used for this purpose, but mechani- 
cal force feed lubricators are more 
positive and require less attention 
on-the part of the oporator. 


Selection.of Lubricants for 
Ammonia Systems | 

In the selection of lubricants for 
cold storage and - refrigeration 
machinery, duc regard must always 
be given to the service involved 
and the operating conditions that 
will probably be encountered. : 

To ovorlook or disregard tho im- 
portance of such fnctors as the 
method of lubrication involved, the 
temperature in the expansion or re- 
frigerating coils, the mechnnieal 
condition of the compressor, ctc., 
and the location, type and efficiency 
of the ol] separator may frequently 
lead to marked increase in main- 
tenance costs and reduction in 
chnpacity...- 2 

Lubricating oils for service in an 
ammonia compression system; 
therefore, require consideration of 
their pour test, and viscosity, for 
it is these characteristics which 
will be indicativo, of the extent and 
degree of success with which any 
lubricant will function, in accord- 
ance with the particular operating 
and constructional‘ conditions. 


Importance of the Pour Test-.: 

The moat important charncteris- 
tic of an oil for refrigerating 
machinery lubrication {s that it 
shall retnain fluid at the lowest tem- 
peratures to which it may be sub- 
jected during operation. 
temperatures will be encountored 
in the expansion or -refrigerating 
side of the system, or, in other 
words, beyond the expansion valve. 

There are many oils, of course, 
which, by virtue of their base and 
degree .of rofinement, will not be 
able to withstand flower tempera- 
tures without congealing to a cer- 
tain extent, depending -upon . the 
amount of wax that may bo contain- 
ed. 


Congealment Will Involve Deposits 
Congealment will mean that. a 
film of oi! will be deposited on the 
inner surfaces of the refrigerating 
piping to form more or less of an 
insulating medium which will pre- 
vent proper- abstraction’ of heat 
from the compartment or medium 
which js to be cooled. If this is 
allowed to continue it -{s ovident 
that the refrigerating capacity of 
the system will- be reduced and 
ultimately ft will be necessary ‘to 
clean out these congealed olf]. de- 
posits. ° co 


Water an Objection 


In connection with this matter of 
possible congealmont, consideration 
must also be given to water. It [a 
essential that the off at all times 
be. practically free. from water, 
otherwise this will freeze if carried 
over to tho refrigerator coils, in 
which case, it would probably re- 
main in the system and result ino 
certain decrease , in evaporative 
effictoncy. 

It is. therefore necessary for the 
operater to usa the utmost care In 
placing of! cans. boneath ‘ anow- 
covered suction pipes, ete., or any- 
where alsa where moisture might 
splash or drip [nto the | contents. 
An-excess of water cnn readily 
cause so much trouble in tho 
evaporator colls as to neccasitalo 
shut-down of the plasit until this is 
corrected. ~ 

An oll, to be sulted to this class 
of rervice, should have a pour, test 
sufliciéntly low to insure continued 
fluidity at the lowest temperatures 
provalont In. the ovaporating slde of 
tho system. It should not. congeal 
on tha {nner surface of the cooling 
coil, and thera should bo suffiéient 
visconity througheut. the ‘rangé of |" 
operating temperatures to enable It 
to'rerve at nll times ae an effective 
lubricant fdr, the moving parts, o# 
woll-as-“an ‘Adequate teal’ for the

Tho purest grade of atrataht dis- 
tilled. mineral afl obtainable fs al- 
ways advisabla in order that the 
above requirements , will be ade- 
quately met. Ofls of this nature 
will have a suMfictont rango of phy- 
sical properties to lubricate ' com- 
preasors = ¢ffectivoly undor all 
normal operating conditions. ‘ 

Animal and vegetablo olla ate not 
suftable for such sorvica inasmuch 
as they vill havo a tendoncy to con- 
geal at low temperatures and gum 
at higher tempernturos. Thoy will 
also react to n certain extent with 
ammonia, to cause the formation of 
sludgs. ‘ ‘ 


When Viscosity Must be Considered 


Viseosity is an espocial factor 
where enclosed crankcase, high 
spced machines of the wet compres- 
sion type are involved. As a rule, 
oils should be used which will 
stand considerable churning in the 
presence of the rofrigorant and o 
certain amount of water vapour. 

The one ofl lubricates tho ontire 
machine, As a reault, it muat ‘be 
capable of serving both. the’ cytin- 
dera and bearings. It should not 
emulsify to any great extent, for 
this might reault in clogging‘of the 
lubricating system or impairment 
‘of refrigeration should {t.work past 
the piston rings and over to the re- 
frigerating side. 

The physical condition of the 
valves, piston rings and stuffing 
boxes must always be considored in 
deciding upon the viacosity of ofl 
to use, 

Practically os important as its 
lubricating properties will be the 
seal and  compression- forming 
ability. If the cylnder wall and 
moving parts are in first-class con- 
dition, a straight minera) ofl of ap- 
proximately 200 seconds Saybolt 
viscosity at 100 degrees Fahr. will 
be suitable. 

The more worn and scored the 
cylinder-walls and rings, naturally 
the higher. must be the viscosity, 
commensurate with the pour test, 
to maintain the requisite seal and 
degr2e of compression. Usually an 
oil having a viscosity of 300 seconds 
Saybolt at 100 degrees Fahr. will 
be satisfactory in this ovont. 

Horizontal compressor cylinders 
will have ao greater tendency to 
wear out of round than those of 
vertical machines. Therefore, such 
compressors will, in general, re- 
quire a somewhat heavier lubricant. 
It is not advisable, however, to at- 
tempt to componsate for wear by 
increasing the viscosity too much, 
duo to the possibility of emulsifica- 
tion, and contamination of the re- 
frigerant. 


Oil Supply Must be Controlled 


Wherever an excess of ofl may 
find its way to the ovaporating 
cooling side of n_ refrigerating 
system, ceftain detrimonts 1 be 
Involved, as haye alrendy- Been men- 
tioned. ee 

In this connactton, it is Interest- 
ing .to discuss the means whereby 
this Is normally prevented by use 
of an oil separator. 

How the Separator Functions 

The. actual function of the ofl 
separator fa to remove any particles 
of: of] from the refrigerant while 
thia latter is in gascous form, after 
it has loft the compressor. The 
larger the oil. particles, of: course, 
the more effective will be ‘the 
sopnrator. It should, therefore, be 
located so as to permit of adequate 
precipitation of tho of! within the 
ammonia gas. — 

Tho capacity of any separator 
should be ample so that the velocity 
of the gas passing through will not 
be too high. But wo muet realize 
that any excessive lubricant fed to 
the compressor will tend to impose 
n heavy load upon tho oll separator. 


Location ond Installation 


The manner of location of the 
oi! separator or trap {is docidedly | 
Important. In general, it should be 
placed between the discharge of the 
compressor and the point of ontry 
of the gna into the condenser, 

In. certain machines,’ a purge 
valvo may bo {nstalled under the 
condenser to onable removal of any 
of] that’ may have passed the 
soparator, duc to the rush of hot 
yaa proventing proper condensation 
and collection of tho oll. 

Oil will practically, always be 
atomized, to n cortain oxtent by 
virtue of the heat of compression 
which {a prevalent. This ofl vapour 
will naturally tend to pass into the 
system with the refrigerant, to con- 
dense and remaln fn the colder 
parte, unless {t fs offectivoly romov- 
od_boforo {t enters the condenser. 

In consegitenco, the location of 
the asparator should: bo carofully 
studfod.: It is alwaya advianbla that 
{t should be of auMfelent: alze to 
allow of ample reduction fn the 
velocity of the gas in orddr to por- 
mit of offective soparation. 

‘Where faulty sepatation may oc-

In some types of machines n hol- 
low space or “oil lantern” js located 
betwoon two separate gots of pack- 
ing. This space aurrounda tho rod 
and fs filled with ofl. It not only 
serves as 4 seal to prevent logs or 
leakage of ammonia, but also as an 
effective means for Biston rod: 
lubrication, ; 

Lubricant is usually fed to the 
‘oll lantern” by means of a hand or 
automatic pressuro ofl pump. 

Where the piston rod Is efflciontly | 
lubricated, its surface will hava a 
smooth gloas and be covered: with 
a light film of ofl; thoro will be 
no Indication of overheating, ‘and 
a relatively perfect seal will bo 
maintalned with a minimum of 
lenkago. : 

In some types of: “double. acting 
machines, the “ofl lantern” serves 
also o8 o means of ‘introducing tho . 
lubricant to the comprossor cylin 
der by allowing it to work past the 
piston rod packing. There is an 
added advantage to this method in 
that certain grades of’ packing, 
which might be reacted, upon by 
ammonia gas, will be: protectéd by 
the Jubricant. 

- More usual practice in cylinder 
lubrication, however, is to desfgn 
aber for pressure lubrica- 
ion, using-a positive off pump or 
force-feed lubricator which’ is 
driven from the reciprocating 
mechanism through a suitable con- 
nection. 

Force-feed lubrication 1s ad- ; 
vantageous in that the amount of 
lubricant supplied to the compres- 
sor js dependent upon the apeed of 
operation, It is, therefore, depend-. 
able, ecorlomical and requisite of 
little attention on tha part of the 
engineer, excepting: when It is 
necessary to refill the. lubricator. 
Thus, by careful adjustment and 
correction, it is possible.to feed a 
definite quantity of lubricant at 
cach stroke and at just the right - 
time to be most effective, 


Reclaiming Compressor Oils 

It {a practicable to reclaim ¢ 
from an ammonia compression 
system by installing an ammonia 
distilling apparatus. This device i 
has the dual advantage of both re- 
covering the of! ond purifying tho 
charge of ammonia to keep same in 
& pure anhydrous condition without 
interfering with the continuous 
operation of the plant. 

Such equipment can be connected 
to the Wischargo' line oj separator 
and the bottom ef tho liquid am- 
monia recelver, from which oll and 
other Impurities may be drawn, for: 
subsequent distillation of ammonia.
